He 
is a nephew of the king of England, 
brother-in-law and cousin of the czar- 
ina of Russia and intimately connect- 
ed by blood or marriage with the rul- 
ing houses of all the smaller German 
kingdoms. Because his brother has a 
number of children Prince Henry's 
chances of ever becoming emperor are 
exceedingly remote.

> voice in the arena where he won hia 
j spurs. 


The only pageant was the clattering 
' troop of cavalry escorting Prince 
I Henry and his party to the capitol and 
i carriages here and there conveying 
; officers in uniform or diplomats in 
I court co«tume to the place where the 
j eulogy was to be delivered. That, was 
the extent of the outward spectacle. 


Words of Eulogy. 


Secretary of State Kay, at the out- 


set of his eulogy, said that the stupid 
uselessness of such an infamy as the 
assassination of a president affronted 
the common sense of the world. la a 
well-ordered republic like ours the 
ruler may fall, but the state feels no 
tremor. The life of William McKia- 
ley was from his birth to Ms death, 
typically American. McKinley was 
neither rich nor poor, neither proud 
cor humble. He was wholesome, hon- 
est and self-respecting. 
At the age 


of IT, William McKinley heard the 
summons of his country. He ieft tite 
army with field rank when the civil 
war ended, brevetted by President 
Lincoln for gallantry in battle. When 
he put down his sword he betook him- 
self to his books.
